Being called to a Gentleman for 
thirty Years of Age, of a vigorous, 
muſcular, ſanguine Conflitution, I found 
his Pulſe ſtrong, full and riotous, his 
Eyes fierce and inflamed, his Breaſt and 
Præcordia burning and dry, he com- 
plained of nr Pain in his Head and 
Back with an Inclination to vomit. This 
was about fix or ſeven Hours after the 
firſt Approach of the Fever. I inftant- 
ly ordered eighteen Ounces of Blood 
to be taken from him, and ſoon after 
directed a vomit of Ipecacuanha with 
gr. iv. of Tartar. Emetic. and a ſmall 
pearl Julep upon going to bed, with 
orders to allow him plentifully a Beve- 
ridge made with Tamarinds if he ſhould 
require any Drink in the Night. He 
reſted pretty well that Night, and took 
three Drau ghts of his Beveridge. When

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] viſited him the next Morning I found 
him more compoſed and chearful, the 
Symptoms were abated, and the ruddy 
Inflammation in his Eyes diſappear- 
ing afforded manifeſt Tokens of a ſucceſs- 
ful Criſes by the gentle Lellauneſe which 
Was viſible in them. I then preſcrib- 
ed ſome Papers of cooling Powders, and 
left Inſtructions for him to continue in 
the free Uſe of ſubacid diluting Liquors.
